emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity.

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SUMMARY 


Kaliningrad  Army  Barracks  Kummerau  is 
located  in  the  northeast  section  of  Kaliningrad 
(Figure  1).  Kaliningrad  SAM  Site  A06-2  , 

which  is  adjacent  to  the  in- 
stallation on  the  north,  is  associated  with  or 
receives  support  from  it. 

The  barracks  area  covers  approximately 
100  acres  and  consists  of  30  barracks,  14  ad- 


ministration buildings,  11  vehicle  maintenance/ 
storage  buildings,  17  storage  buildings,  and  7 
support  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Six  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  covered  the  installation  between  August 
1961  and  June  1964.  Comparative  analysis  re- 
vealed no  major  changes  during  this  period. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

None  in  the  installation;  however,  the  Kali- 
ningrad Railroad  Station  and  Yards  Rothenstein 
is  located  approximately  1 kilometer  (km)  north 
of  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

The  area  is  served  by  city  streets. 

Aircraft  Landing  Strip 

Kaliningrad  Devau  Airfield  is  located  2 km 
southeast  of  the  barracks  area. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  30  multistory  barracks, 
10  administration  buildings,  and  10  storage 
buildings. 


Other  Buildings  and  Facilities 

An  old  fort,  possibly  used  for  storage,  is 
located  just  south  of  the  barracks  area. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  4 administration  buildings, 
four  320-  by  40-foot  vehicle  storage  buildings, 
two  350-  by  40-foot  vehicle  storage  buildings, 
two  260-  by  40-foot  vehicle  storage  buildings, 
two  360-  by  85- foot  vehicle  maintenance  build- 
ings, one  260-  by  60-foot  vehicle  maintenance 
building,  7 support  buildings,  and  7 storage 
buildings. 

Athletic  Field 

An  athletic  field  (K)  is  located  in  Area  D.
